At least three key airdromes in 
so utheaste rn Sicily were in Allied 
hands today as American, British 
and Canadian troops tort* through 
the 100-mile gap in Sicily’s coastal 
defenses and drove inland toward 
an expected showdown battle with 
Nazi troops believed concentrated 
for a counter-attack. 
Capture of tile three flying fields 
assured a 
24-hour protective air 
umbrella for the ground 
troops. 
Two of the airdromes, nea r Bela on 
the southern coast, were seized a r­ 
tel American troops, landed by sea 
and air, repulsed a tank-led Italian 
counter-attack. Tin* third field, tile 
Pachino airdrome on Cape Passero 
to the east, was captured by British 
and Canadian landing troops and 
British glider-borne fighting men. 
Although military 
leaders said 
only Italian troops had been e n ­ 
countered thus far, an Algiers radio 
report described a bitter battle for 
Kagusa, said to be 
defended 
by 
30,000 G ermans un der Field Mar­ 
shal Albert Kesselring.
